To THE ClIUKCIXES I 

Dear Broth'lni — The Church of Christ is said to be made 
up of believers only, heuce, of godly persons; and, indeed, 
we have no warrant in God’s word for receiving any others 
knowingly. If you would promote godliness in the whole 
body, wo beseech you, be cautious in the reception of 
members into your fellowship. Seek not so much to build 
tif in numbers mm godliness; for by an amalgamation of 
vho church and world, our light becomes darkness, and 
wo fail to accomplish tho objects of a church organization 
You cannot make, neither need you expect, an ungodly- 
man iff heart 46, practice godliness in hii life; and tho 
(mly reason why there is so much ungodliness in tho 
churches is because- so many ungodly men o-ot into the 
church. Christian and Baptist should be \ynony mous 
terms with us. If a man has a name to live and is dead 
f - > Christianity, he is equally dead to all tho principles of 
Baptists. May tbe Church and Pastor not be to blamo 
sometimes, in incautiously receiving members? This is 
most generally dono in protracted or revival meetings 
wlien on- zeal outruns our knowledge. A little more 
prudence, and a great deal more faithfulness in protracted 
mooting v-ould save tho church much trouble, and the 
' au>o ox hrist much scandal; for such members often 
oiuo to. bane of the church. While we do not require 

more, wo certainly should ask as much as the primitive 

' ‘- lU ’ ( hes, viz, repentance and faith before baptism. Ile- 
v lva * or protracted meetings are not to bo discarded on 
v count of our unfaithfulness in them but past experience 
Miould serve to remind us of our duty in the future. If 
a I astor only wishes to get himself a great name by bap- 
tising vast numbers, and the church will not check him 

ip ins mad course, the church must soon become a inass

of moral corruption, losing the distinctive principles of 
Baptist or Christian. Wo may very greatly promote gou- 
liness by a strict praotim of Church or Bible discipline. 
We should never suffer’ the position or influence of a 
member, or anything else, to hinder us from strictly exer- 
cising discipline in the church; neither should we suffer 
our nreiudico to influence us in its exercise in determining 
upon cases of offence for which you should discipline a 
member. You should always be governed by the princi- 
ples of right, remembering the scriptures aro to bo your 
standard of right. Never be governed by your former 
discipline, or the old preachers of tlie Association, or miv 
other body of men, unless they conform to the teaemngs 
of the holy scriptures. Everything has its counterpart 
All that is not godly, then, must be ungodly ; and tho 
doer of the same should be dealt witli as au ungodly 
person. And, Anally, as tho best means to promote god- 
liness in the whole body-to hi . hops, deacons and lay- 
men- wo would recommend the ftlig, ; reading, careful 
study and constant practice of i ho teachings of the holy 
scriptures, as tho book of the faith ami practice of Bap- 
tists. All religionists aro considered bettor jnembers of 
their churches for their close adherence to the tenet* of 
their faith; as the Romanist vh bj ms pope or priest, 
considered a bettor Catholic on account of ^ f oso atten- 
tion to, and obedience by him manifested to tl.o Catlume 
creed; and even the Episcopalian .-omety (though u itli ml 
Us pretended apostolic succession, itrs nothing more than a 
link between the corrupt Church of Romo and the world) 
considers its members better commiin.cam s, hot only on 
account of thoir bigotod notions oi Rpiseopaliamsm, but 
because thov will refuse to listen to or be ' governed by 
onvtbing else than their creed books. ihon, may not 
Baptists bo bettor Baptists or Christians because of their 
n,llif,rnncn to and obcdionco of God’s word, which is tho 
lad S oV Baptists. And if the Churches, will only 
live according to theso articles of faith (the Holy Bible) 
we shall have loss complaint of coldness, drunkenness, 
adultery, Sabbath-breaking, covetousness, being, backbi- 
ting and speculation, or moro properly and scriptural lv 
speaking, portioning, in the Churches; but Zion would 
arise and put on her beautiful garments and become as 
fair as the moon, clear as the sun, and terrible as au arm} 
with banners. And may the time soon come when we
